The Constitution 
of -N. H., which was founded about 
1783, is considered as venerable, "ven- 
erable with age," and therefore not to 
be trifled with.

Concord, "Jan. 26.—There Is little 


more tbari two weeks' supply of coal 
of any Hind on hand in this city. For 
nearly a week three dealers have been 
entirely out of anthracite and all 
dealers are obliged to cut all orders to 
one-half tons so that a car load may 
be made to serve a greater number of 
families. All consumers have been 
urged by the coal-dealers to conserve 
as much as possible and not to order 
until It becomes imperative and in this 
manner many empty bins are being 
replenished rather than those contain- 
ing two or three days' supply. 


Retailers state that the storms of 


the past month have greatly hindered 
the moving of the many carloads now 
enroute from the mines, but do not 
consider the present coal situation in 
this city as alarming. 


The shortage, however, has not af- 


fected the prices. Anthracite in all 
grades Is being sold at ?1C.50 and $16.80 
for city deliveries .and bituminous nut 
at $16. Broad soft coal quoted at 515 
per ton. This is cheaper than 
cbester.
